These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  to  forest 
officers,  and  will  therefore  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file  for 
reference. 


SERVICE  ORDER  44. 

Distribution  of  the  Loose-Leaf  Manual — 

The  following  instructions  are  issued  for  the  guidance  of  forest  officers 
concerning  the  distribution  of  the  loose-leaf  Manual : 

The  limited  edition  of  the  Manual  makes  necessary  the  exercise  of 
care  in  its  distribution.  Copies  for  use  outside  the  Forest  Service  will 
be  issued  only  by  the  Forester,  to  Government  or  State  officials  whose 
duties  in  connection  with  Forest  Service  work  make  it  necessary  to 
supply  them  with  the  Manual,  and  to  colleges  and  universities  which 
have  professional  forest  schools  or  ranger  schools  that  train  men  for 
the  Government  service.  Institutions  receiving  the  Manual  will  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  provide  themselves,  at  their  own  expense,  with  binders. 

Binders  with  full  copies  of  the  Manual  will  be  furnished  to  individual 
members  of  the  Washington  and  district  offices  upon  requisition  by 
chiefs  of  branch  and  district  foresters,  and  to  each  Forest  on  requisi¬ 
tion  by  the  supervisor  in  such  numbers  as  his  actual  administrative 
needs  may  make  necessary.  The  binders  will  be  considered  for  the 
present  and  until  further  instructions  as  nonexpendable  property  and 
will  be  accounted  for  to  the  property  auditor  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  covering  such  property. 

All  men  who  require,  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  their  duties,  that 
they  have  copies  of  the  Manual  should  be  equipped  with  them,  and 
only  such  men.  The  fact  that  the  binders  are  nonexpendable  property 
will  insure  special  care  in  supplying  copies  to  any  temporary  men  who 
may  need  to  be  equipped  with  the  Manual,  preventing  indiscriminate 
distribution  and  insuring  return  of  all  copies  when  the  employment 
terminates. 

As  new  copies  are  required  on  individual  Forests  in  the  six  western 
districts  because  of  increases  in  the  number  of  officers  needing  to  be 
equipped  with  the  Manual,  .the  necessary  copies  should  be  requisitioned 
from  the  Ogden  Supply  Depot. 

As  new  leaves  are  issued  there  will  be  sent  by  the  Ogden  property 
,  clerk  to  each  Forest  in  the  six  western  districts,  a  number  equal  to  the 
number  of  copies  of  the  Manual  charged  to  the  supervisor,  and  to  each 
district  forester  the  number  needed  by  members  of  his  office  individually 
charged  with  copies.  Forest  officers  in  District  7  and  members  of  the 
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Washington  office  and  District  7  office  will  be  supplied  from  Wash¬ 
ington. 

The  plan  heretofore  followed  in  furnishing  copies  of  the  Manual  to 
individuals  or  associations  cooperating  with  the  Forest  Service,  such  as 
advisory  boards  of  stock  associations  and  other  similar  organizations, 
is  discontinued.  Many  of  the  instructions  contained  in  the  Manual 
relate  entirely  to  matters  of  administration  and  official  action  which 
unless  carefully  studied  are  liable  to  misinterpretation. 

A  revised  edition  of  the  public  Use  Book  is  being  prepared  and  this 
will  contain  all  the  regulations  and  such  parts  of  the  instructions  as 
are  necessary  for  the  public  to  understand  policies  of  the  Forest  Service 
and  the  principles  governing  the  administration  of  the  National  Forests, 
and  copies  of  it  will  be  furnished  all  such  individuals  and  associations 
applying  for  them. 

There  is  no  objection,  however,  to  forest  officers  allowing  individuals 
to  look  over  their  copy  of  the  Manual,  as  there  is  nothing  contained 
therein  that  is  considered  as  confidential  or  which  the  general  public 
should  not  see,  provided  the  book  does  not  pass  from  the  possession  of 
the  forest  officer  to  whom  it  belongs.

Establishment  of  the  Branch  of  Research- 

In  conformity  with  Memorandum  No.  121  of  the'  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  a  Branch  of  Research  will  be  established  in  the  Forest  Service 
within  the  next  two  months.  Its  purpose  is  to  bring  together  under 
one  executive  direction  as  many  of  the  various  lines  of  research  or 
investigative  work  conducted  by  the  Forest  Service  as  practicable. 
Forrelation  between  the  various  kinds  of  investigative  work  has  been 
secured  effectively  during  the  past  three  years  by  the  central  and 
district  investigative  committees.  Carrying  this  correlation  a  step 
farther,  it  now  seems  advisable  to  place  most  of  the  lines  of  research 
under  the  direction  of  a  member  of  the  Forester's  staff  who  can  give 
his  entire  time  to  these  duties. 

The  work  of  the  new  branch  will  include  all  of  the  silvicultural 
investigations  conducted  by  the  Forest  Service ;  the  development  of 
private  forestry  in  the  Eastern  States  ;  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory 
at  Madison,  Wis.  ;  the  industrial  and  utilization  investigations  in  forest 
products  conducted  at  Washington  and  at  various  district  headquar¬ 
ters  ;  and  the  other  economic  investigations  of  the  Service,  such  as  the 
study  of  the  lumber  industry  now  in  progress  and  studies  of  lumbering 
costs  and  methods,  markets,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  the  National  Forests.  The  grazing  studies  will  remain  under  the 
Branch  of  Grazing  and  will  be  handled  in  correlation  with  the  other 
studies. 

While  thus  seeking  to  bring  together  the  investigative  work  of  the 
Service  more  effectively,  it  is  essential  to  retain  the  intimate  relation- 
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sfxip  between  investigative  and  administrative  work  which  has  hitherto 
Kisted.  This  will  not  be  broken  up  in  any  way.  The  work  of  the 
Branch  of  Research  will  be  conducted  through  the  district  offices  and 
field  organization  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  other  branches. 
Procedure  under  the  new  branch  will  be  organized  so  as  to  insure  the 
participation  of  all  of  the  administrative  branches  in  their  related  lines 
of  research  to  as  full  an  extent  as  at  the  present  time  ;  and  a  special 
effort  will  be  made  to  adapt  the'  researches  undertaken  as  closely  as 
possible  to  the  current  administrative  needs  of  the  Service. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  change  to  develop  and  strengthen  research 
work  as  a  coordinate  division  of  the  Forest  Service,  and  to  give  the 
research  work  and  personnel  the  fullest  possible  recognition.  A  service 
order  establishing  the  new  branch  and  indicating  more  fully  the  pro¬ 
cedure  and  relationships  affecting  it  will  oe  issued  in  the  near  future.

The  above  cases,  involving  occupancy  trespass,  came  on  for  hear¬ 
ing  on  bill  and  answer  before  Judge  Marshall  in  the  United  States 
District  Court  at  Salt  Lake  City  on  February  15.  The  Government’s 
prayers  for  injunctions  were  granted,  and  the  defendants  were  al¬ 
lowed  90  days  in  which  to  perfect  appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

United  States  v.  John  J.  Stocking :  Defendant  found  guilty  in  the 
United  States  District  Court  at  Pocatello,  Idaho,  of  maintaining  an 
unlawful  fence.  Fine,  $250  and  costs. 

United  States  v.  Henry  A.  Bergh :  This  was  a  case  begun  against 
Henry  A.  Bergh,  former  supervisor  of  the  La  Sal  National  Forest,  by 
information  under  section  106  of  the  Criminal  Code,  charging  the 
making  of  false  certificates  in  connection  with  the  expenditure  of 
public  funds,  whereby  sums  allotted  or  expended  for  one  purpose  were 
charged  to  other  items.  Defendant  pleaded  guilty  in  the  United 
States  District  Court  at  Salt  Lake  City  on  February  23  on  three 
counts.  By  reason  of  extenuating  circumstances,  the  court  made  his 
punishment  a  fine  of  $20  on  each  of  the  three  counts. 

Law  Cases  in  District  6 — 

United  States  v.  J.  L.  Mulder,  C.  Rathmen  and  G.  Edson :  Fire\ 
trespass.  Information  was  filed  against  these  defendants  on  Janu¬ 
ary  22,  1915,  and  on  January  27  they  appeared  in  court,  and  upon 
a  plea  of  guilty  were  each  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $25  and  the 
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qosts  of  prosecution,  amounting  to  $29.48,  maKing  a  total  of  $104.48, 
Jhich  was  paid. 

United  States  v.  Gold  Basin  Lumber  &  Shingle  Co. :  This  case  was 
referred  to  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the  institution  of  suit  to 
collect  $1,828.23  on  account  of  breach  of  contract  entered  into  by 
United  States  and  Gold  Basin  Lumber  &  Shingle  Co.,  but  was  settled 
without  suit  on  the  payment  of  $233.90,  the  actual  amount  found  to 
be  due,  and  the  company  was  given  until  August  1,  1915,  to  remove 
the  remainder  of  the  timber. 

United  States  v.  Chas.  W.  Mock :  On  March  23,  1915,  the  Federal 
grand  jury  at  Seattle,  Wash.,  returned  an  indictment  against  Mock, 
under  section  32  of  the  Penal  Code,  for  falsely  assuming  or  pre¬ 
tending  to  be  a  forest  officer  and  thereby  obtaining  money  from 
various  persons.  Mock  was  at  one  time  a  forest  guard  on  the  Wash¬ 
ington  National  Forest  and  retained  some  articles  which  assisted  him 
in  his  personation  of  a  forest  official.  The  date1  for  trial  has  not 
been  fixed. 

OPERATION. 

Leave  Regulations — 

The  revised  National  Forest  Manual  did  not  continue  the  authority 
hitherto  given  to  supervisors  to  grant  to  forest  officers  leave  of  absence 
without  pay  for  periods  not  exceeding  30  days.  Special  authority  has 
been  received  from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  empowering  the  super¬ 
visors  to  grant  all  forms  of  leave,  with  the  limitations  stated  below. 
The  first  amendment  to  the  Manual  will  include  the  following  para¬ 
graph,  to  be  inserted  between  the  first  and  third  paragraphs,  under 
the  heading  “  Leave  of  absence,”  at  the  top  of  page  11-A  of  the  new 
Manual : 

Annual  and  sick  leave  within  the  legal  limit  may  be  granted 
by  the  supervisor  to  forest  officers.  Leave  of  absence  without  pay 
may  also  be  granted  for  periods  not  exceeding  30  days  by  the  super¬ 
visor  to  forest  officers  at  their  own  request  when  the  public  busi¬ 
ness  will  not  suffer  by  the  absence  and  when  reasonable  cause  is 
shown,  such  as  important  personal  business  or  emergencies  of  a 
serious  nature.  Leave  without  pay  for  more  than  30  days  will  be 
granted  only  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  formal  recom¬ 
mendation  should  state  the  nature  of  the  business  or  emergency 
necessitating  the  absence. 

Use  of  Penalty  Envelopes — 

Attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  instructions  under 
“  Purchase  of  barbed  wire,”  on  page  39-A  of  the  Manual,  state  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  ‘‘An  addressed  franked  envelope  should  always  be  included  with 
Orders.”  Since  this  is  in  conflict  with  paragraph  104  of  the  ‘‘Adminis¬ 
trative  regulations,”  amended  by  Secretary’s  memorandum  No.  117, 
the  instructions  should  be  disregarded  in  future.  The  first  amendment 
to  the  Manual  will  include  instructions  to  strike  out  this  sentence.

L—32,  free  permits 
for  inclosures  may  be  given  to  purchasers  of  National  Forest  timber 
when  the  inclosures  are  to  be  used  in  caring  for  stock  used  in  the  tim¬ 
ber  operations.
